The following hints may be of service to 
our lady readers. It is not every one who 
knows when a bonnet is or is not becoming, 
and fewer still know why a bonnet is or is 
not thus suited to their face or complexion 

A black bonnet with white feathers, with 
white, rose or red flowers, suits a fair com- 
plexion. A lusterless while bonnet does 
not suit well with fair and rosy complexions. 
It is otherwise with bonnets of gaese, crape 
or lace ; they are suitable to all complet- 
ions. The white bonnet may have flowers, 
either white, rose or particularly blue. A 
light blue bonnet is particularly suitable to 
the light-haired type; it may he ornament- 
ed with white flowers, and m many cases 
with yellow and orange flowers, but not 
with rose or violet flowers. A 
is advantageous to fair or rosy 
It may be trimmed with while flowers, but 
preferably with roes. A rose-colored boa- 
net must not be too close to the skin; and 
if it is found that the hair does act pro- 
duce sufficient scparalioa, the distance from 
the rose color may be increased by means of 
while or green, which is preferable. A 
wreath of while flowers in the midst of 
their leaves has a good effect. A black 
bonnet does not contrast so well with the 
ensemble of the type with black hair as 
with the other type ; yet it may produce a 
good effect, and receive advantageously ac- 
cessories cf white, red, rose, orange and 
yellow. A white bonnet gives rise to the 
same remarks as those which have been 
made concerning ils use in connection with 
the blonde type, except that for lhe bru- 
nettes it is better to give the preference to 
accessories of red, rose, orange, and also 
yellow, ralher than to blue. Bonnets of 
rose, red, eerise, are suitable for brunettes 
when the hair separates as much a- portable 
the bonnet from the complexion. White 
feathers accord well with red | and white 
flowers, wiib abundance of leaves, have a 
good effect with roses. A yellow bonnet 
salts a brunette very re' I. and receives 
with advantage violet or blue accessories :

« hangc* in Native Opinion is Indm 
The Asiatic EanuluUng the Earops n 
letter to the Loadon Timet

are teasing ever attire opinion ta this 

country, ia reUtioa to social aa<l religious 
auhjeets. Folitics the greet body of the 
people concern themselves vsry little about, 
more particularly ia Bengal. Kngland 
rules— it ii well. If any fresh conqueror 
caiiif and ruled it would be equally well. 
If ibe innermost feelings of the Bengalees 
could he sifted, it would probably be found 
ihs*t they bear us neither violent lore nor 
excessive hale, but are intent upon making 

♦~ as muck aa possible out of each individual 
v Bglishinan with whom they come in con- 
tact, and leaving the rest to fate. Where it 
conforms to their interest or adds to their 
comforts, they fall in very readily with Eng. 
• lisk ways. 

The rich Hindoo tries to engraft the 
Paris fashions upon his Ori-atal costume, 
lie endeavors to get a ball-dog. and learns to 
drive a tandem. The poorer claasee study 
physic or the law, and enter into competi- 
tion with their English rivals. Al the bar 
they cannot do much ; indeed, the Calcutta 
bar is at present a waste of mediocrity, 
and the reluctance of English barrister* to 
try their fortunes in a country the climate 
of wkiek may kill them throws the busi- 
ness into the hands of a few men, who 
make fabulous fortunes in a very few years. 
Whether education docs much more than 
touch the external life of the natives is 
doubled by the men who are best compe- 
tent to form an opinion on the subject. 

The curious sect which has sprung up of 
late years, and which calls itself the Brah- 
one of the most remarkable 
times, and ere long I propose 
you some information regarding it. 
U principle is one of pure The- 
im is well known, and the missionaries, 
"as a rule, rejoice ia its wonderfuWprogress, 
1 .ccausa they believe that it is paving the 
way to the higher and nobler faith. The 
merely mental progress of the people may 
be gauged by their Pre**— a Press which 
is in itself an anomaly, looking like some 
ornament of civilisation s'uck on to the un- 
couth nakedness of th- heathendom. Like 
Paley s savage who found the watch, the 
native writer docs not understand the mo- 
tive power of the Press, nor how it should 
be exercised, nor to what use it should be 
guided. There are, of course, two or three 
journals which have definite opinions; but 
generally the papers are full of querulous 
complainings. 

The Bishop of Calcutta has juat begun 
a course of lectures to the natives upon 
theological questions. One of the native 
journals, which has probably known Eng- 
lish about a twelvemonth, takes Dr. Cotton 
to task, tells him his lecture was " anything 
but original and far from satisfactory,' 
and '• that there was net anything like phil- 
osophy, not even a semblance of it. through- 
out. '-As to Christianity, what that can 
do for mankind, ' aays the writer. " Eng- 
land and France, the focus of civilisation, 
with their artful abarpera, kc, will give 
witness U).'' These people soon break 
loose from their teachers and cast dirt 
at them. Sometimes, however, and with 
excellent effect, they turn their attention 
to the defects of their own social laws and 
customs. 

Many of them urge that their widowa 
should he allowed, and even encouraged, to 
remarry ; aad one has written an elabor- 
ate pan pblet to explain the cause of the 
weakness of Bengalees. He begius by sur- 
veying mankind from China to l'eru, t p >n 
the fine English pattern of the true Benga- 
lee writer : ■U we present to our mind a 
lie map of this terraqueous globe and 
iae the different natipns and races of 
M that inhabit it, and so on. He owna 
that not five in a hundred of his country, 
men are "able-bodied, and ascribes the 
cauae partlv to climate, and partly to the 
neglect with which mothers treat their 
children when very young, and to early 
marriages. Another writer complaint* bit- 
terly of the custom of shaving of Hindoo wii- 
ows, and tells us that the operation is nev- 
er performed without using a degree of 
force which amounts to cruelty. The poor 
widow, saya he, "resists with heart- break- 
ing writhinge of the body the attempt to 
diafigure her person. Then they bind her 
and hand her over to the shearer. 

These speculations are sometime* varied 
with primeval poetry, a volume of which I 
was lately reading. 1 shall not trouble 
you with any quotations. Perhaps it an 
l.uglishman were to write Bengalee poe- 
try he would turn oat similar stuff: and, 
moreover, yoar native writer is extremely 
impatient of criticism. Mr. Maine s advice 
f| that they should avoid trying to write fine 
actually gave them immense offense. Of 
•11 the nonsense talked about the natives 
of this aide of India, that which represents 
them aa a patient people submitting meek- 
ly to the tyranny of the «• interloper and 
' adventurer is surely the most grotesque. 
The native knows that he is the equal of 
his Aryan brother before the law, and he i 
not slow to avail himself of his advantage. 
Ion discharge a menial for being a thief, 
and he a rupu'ously issues a summons 
againat you for imaginary arrears of wages. 
There ate parts of our Indian juris- 
prudence which the native* are particular- 
^~ to, and which they thoroughly 
well understand. 

The FtasT Qleeji or Polabu — A Hkboic 
Brirswa.— The univeraal affection of the 
people of Poland led to the elevation of the 
Piiuceaa Wanda to the throne upon the 
death of her father. King Cracus. The 
Princess possessed great talent, and atill 
greater ambition. Power was, with hsr, 
too aweet to be divided with another, and 
she, therefore, reeolutely refused all offers 
of marriage. Hoping to accomplish by in- 
timidation wh it persuasion had so often 
attempted in vain, Uudiger, one of her 
lovers, who ..as a German Prinoe, adopted 
a novel mode of courtship. At the head of 
an army he invade! her dominion*. She 
courageously marched against him with her 
troops, and when the two armies met, Kud- 
ipcr again besought her, by messengers, to 
lists* to his suit, and thereby save the 
lives of her subject*. But the Princess 
declared that no man should ever share her 
throne, for that, whoever he might be, he 
would love her less than her power. Her 
answer being spread among the officers of 
Iludiger, produced an effect which he had 
noi expected. Filled with admiration ar 
the boldness of the princely maiden, whom 
they perceived hurrying from rank to rank 
in the act of stimulating her followers to 
the combat, and convinced that all opposi- 
tion would be fruitless, they surrounded 
II l'rince. their chief, and asked him what 
advantage he hoped to gain from auch a 
battle. "If you conquer the Princess,'' 
said they, "will she. pardon you for the loss 
of her troops.' 1 you are subdued, will 
I she be more disposed to love you.' ' Kudi- 
k ger shut his ears, however, to these rational 
cmonstrances. 11* persisted in his reso- 
ution of fighting but his c dicers refused 
Ho advance with the army, and in utter 
deepair, either from lave or shame, he laid 
hands upon himself. Wanda, we are in- 
formed, when ehe heard of the tragical 
event, returned triumphantly to Cracow, 
and was never afierwarda troubled by a 
' >ver. It cannot be ascertained how her 
terminated, there being so many dif- 
Istwnt accounts of her government, aa well 
as of her death: Dtit this is certain: that 
with her expired the posterity of Cracus- 
% name aft at will remain dear aa long i 
the Poles exist.

It used to be the 
case that we rather looked upon a great 
bulk of straw as a nuisance. 'Taint so now- 
a-days. We make a sight of money outer 
our straw. We got HI a tun last year 
and spect we'll get a heap more this year 
for straw. It s a mighty good crop, 1 tell 
you." 

" What do you do with your straw ? ' 
"Oh, we sell it to the paper-makers. 
That mill down to Niagara chaws up all we 
farmers about here can grow, I tell you 
Thoy had two or three presses all last win- 
ter, and gangs of bauds out among the 
farmers, bailing up si raw, and they buy 
all they can get. I 
use up five tuns a day. If that's so, you 
see we can't raise too much straw hereabout 
It is going to be mighty valuable. Shouldn't 
wonder an' it is $20 a tun next winter 

Nor we, either, except for one thing— 
that is, that the great wheat-growing West 
is within easy water communication. 
Straw, grown upon wheat farms, on De- 
troit river, or upon many of the streams 
that empty into the lakes, can he loaded 
upon vessels within a mile of the threshing 
I machine, and floated within a mile of the 
paper-mill spoken of by the Eric county 
farmer. This is located upon " Balk Is- 
land," where the Uont-lsland bridge crosses 
the rapids; its power being derived from 
the never-failing Niagara, the water of 
which is so clear and cool that it is par- 
ticularly well adapted to the uses of the 
paper-maker. 

borne account of the operations of this 
mill, we believe, will be interesting to the 
readers of the Tribune, since that mm is its 
great source of supply of paper, and, as the 
farmer suggested, the great source of sup- 
ply of stock, out of which that paper is 
made, is straw— rye, wheat, ^oat, and^ bar- 
being 20 per cent, bet ter than the oat-etraw. 
Grass mixed with straw does not deterior- 
sae from its value — clover does, as it re- 
sfils the power of the bleacher. 

A great many fibrous plants. Including 
forest trees, have been discussed, and most 
of thorn tried for making paper, but none, 
we believe, with quite as much success as 
the straw of our most common cereals. In 
Austria, the stalks and husks of maixe 
have been largely used. The stalks make 
good paper stock, but no better than rye- 
straw, and, unless the mill was located 
among the great corn-fields of the prairie, 
no cheaper. The husks do make a fine, 
soft, white paper, with less labor and ex- 
pense in the mill than straw, but the 
raw material costs much more. 

We do not intend to give a complete his- 
tory of straw-paper, only such of iu inci 
dentals as arc most intimately connected 
with the late improvements, and to give a 
tolerably clear idea of the process of con- 
verting straw into such a clear, smooth, 
white sheet, as this upon which these 
words are written and will probably be 
printed. We have lately visited the Niag- 
ara Falls paper-mill, and carefully studied 
the process by which five tuns of straw 
a day are converted into two tuus of white 
paper, such as that upon which the 
Weekly Tribune is now printed, and this 
process we will describe for the benefit of 
its readers

grinds the fiber between steel plates, 
which reduce any hard lumps, and saake the 
mixture still more homegeneous. Fro 
this engine the palp is thrown by the 
centrifugal force of the wheels into a spout 
that conducts it into the bleaching vats, 
where the surplus water is taken off by a 
revolving wheel covered with braes wire- 
gauxe, which rolls in the pulp, ia such a 
manner that the water . passes through 
without closiag the steamer, which would 
be the ease if it was stationary. 

There is another wheel constantly run 
ning in each vat, which keepe the pulp 
continually in motion, by which the chlo- 
rine liquor is thoroughly mixed with every 
particle, and if the previous processes have 
been perfect, the bleachitg will be. If the 
alkali, in which a charge of the boiler has 
been cooked, should not have been of the 
right strength, or the steam has failed to 
reach the standard hight, all efforts of the 
bleacher to get the pulp white will fail 
The color will uot come eat. Aad that is 
not all : the paper will show particles of un- 
cooked straw, and it will have a harsh feel 
will tie brittle, aad will not lake Ike ink 
kindly from the types. This was the char 
acter of all the early-made straw printing 
paper. The failure was not in the beating, 
stirring, mixing, grinding, which had been 
found sufficient for rags, but it was ia the 
hard boiliag in alkali — harder than 
possible in aa open kettle, and harder 



stock as a substitute for rage. 

While the subject was oae day fresh apea 
Ike mind af Judge 1'ettibone, then at 
Meadville, Peaa., he was peesing by a leach 
uh that had jael been emptied of Its con- 
tents, amoag whieh was a handful of straw 
l had been plant at the bottom to serve 
ee a strainer of the lye ae it leached from 
the aahee. He leak a little of this ia hia 
head, aad the idea at oaee suggested it- 
self to him, thai it possessed all the .jual- 
■ of strong fiber, whieh the lye had 
softened until it waa ia a semi-pulpy state. 
He look this straw to a paper-maker, who 
eaufoctured paper from it with suek sue 
eese that he woe induced to continue the 
experiments. Of course, this paper was 
straw-colored, aad only tt for coarse 
wrapping, and woe very brittle, but it 
served a purpose, aad came rapidly iato 
general use a few years later, as it \ 

nufoctured by a great maay mills in 
venous parte of the United States. 

The first wkite paper made frees straw 
to any considerable extent, we believe was 
by John aad David Amee, of Springfield. 
M ass. They commenced operations ia I * IU, 
bat all that they er others made before 
IHA4-6 was a very iaferior quality com- 
pared with that aow ia use, aad evta for 
six years mare the business was n 
seaorel because the quality of the paper 
wee not good. It generally had a harsh 
feel aad was brittle, aad did aot take 
good impression. The eyee of the readers 
of tkc Philadelphia Ledger were made pain 
fully aware of this fact. That paper pat 
roaited straw at an early date, aad used 
aa article sometimes that did much to cre- 
ate a prejudice ogaiast straw-paper. Peo- 
ple thought it might answer to wrap up 
dry-goods; it was aot strong eaeagh for 
tea, nor any articles that would spiU aad 
waste when the paper broke, as break it 

onld upon the slightest straia. aad 
uafrv.iueaily by folding.

HOW STRAW PAPER IS X A 

The first work is to bring the straw from 
the great pile to the cutting-room. Consid- 
erable expense w as incurred by the Niag- 
ara Mills, when changing from rags to straw, 
in building a barn for storage, which ex- 
perience has proved almost unnecessary, 
nomas r the straw is not injured by wet, 
even after it has begun to decay, unless it 
taken the "dry rot." That spoils it. If 
wet, soft and turned black, and so tender 
as to be easily pulled apart, it is not in- 
jured for pure white paper. The straw is 
all passed through a cutting or chaffing 
machine, reducing it to an inch or less in 
length. It is now ready for the boiling 
process, in whieh consists the whole art 
of making white paper from straw. 

The boilers, two in number, are made like 
cylindrical steam-boilers, each six feet in 
diameter and nineteen feet long, so ar- 
ranged that they rotate by machinery, over 
a powerful wood-fire, by which the steam is 
raised to 1:10 lbs. per inch pressure. This 
is eight and two-thirds times the ordinary 
atmospheric pressure. 

The most unpleasant part of the process 
of preparing the straw, is filling it into 
the boilers, as they are never allowed to 
cool off, except on Sundays. When emp- 
tied of a charge, they are cooled by wa- 
ter down to a degree that enables a man to 
enter to pack the straw, which it is nec- 
essary to crowd in as tight as possible, to 
enable the boiler to hold a tun at a charge. 
The cut straw is sent down as required 
through a long wooden spout from the cut- 
ting room, which is in an upper story, passing 
into the man-hole on the (then) upper side 
of the boiler, near one end. The heat and 
want of air, which is almost suffocati 
ing the operation of filling, and the 
labor is so great, that to obviate this 
mechanical plan is very much needed, and 
offers uny one who will devise it a liberal 
compensation. 

When the boiler is full of straw, the cov- 
er of the man-hole is screwed on, and a 
charge of 1,200 gallons of alkaline liquor 
is pumped in from the reservoir, where it 
has been previously prepared, of soda ash 
and lime, so as to make it caustic to a de- 
gree marked on Bcaume s hydrometer 
or 8) degrees. 

The boiler being charged, the fire is 
pushed for seven or eight hours, by which 
time the steam gusge shows a pressure of 
but lbs., ami at that it is kept about three 
and a half hours, and then the steam is 
blown off into the other boiler, which hae 
been charged in the meantime, so as to 
have one alternate with the other and thus 
save steam. 

It is important that the straw should be 
boiled a certain length of time in caustic 
alkali, and under this great pressure, to 
enable the paper-maker to get a "good 
bleach " in the succeeding processes. 

After the second boiler is charged with 
steam as highly as it can be through the 
transfer pipe, the cock is closed, and another 
opened into a waate-pipe, and all the steam 
and liquor that can be is blown from the first 
boiler, and its place filled with a charge of 
cold water, which reduces the pulp to a semi- 
liquid state, and at the same lime cools the 
boiler ready for a new charge of straw. 

The oap of the men hole being taken off, 
and the rotation of the boiler slopped with 
the hole down, the liquid flows out iato a 
great reservoir below. It now looks some- 
what like soft horse manure, stirred up 
with water. It is certainly very nnliks 
this clean, while paper, it is, however, soft 
to the feel, and shows to a practiced eye that 
it contains the ultimate fiber req aired by the 
paper-maker. 

We do not mean to ssy that the>ber of 
straw cannot be obtained bye weaker alka- 
li, and a lower degree of heat, because 
it is well known, probably, to most of our 
readers, that "straw-paper" has bean 
madu these last twenty years, for wrapping 
purposes, and boa been used by printers to 
a considerable extent for half that time; but 
it is only within the last five or six years 
that the art has been brought to any- 
thing like perfection. And this has been 
by the dieeovery that the straw could aot 



given at first ia closed boilers, 
I tret the heat was obtained from 
steam generated ia another boiler, and aot 
by the direct action of firm, but mainly be 
cause it is a very recent discovery, that the 
straw becomes completely disintegrated 
by boiling in alkali at a degree ef heat 
oaly attainable by a pressure of steam ltt 
lbs. per iach. 

From the mixing vale where the bleach- 
ing liuoor is added, the pulp pasaee to a 
lower floor, where it is found economical to 
let it stand on the liquor in i 
about two days, or until the strength of 
the chlorine is exhausted aad the pulp is 
perfectly white. It is 
acidulated water, to neutralise any portion 
of lime that may remain, end with a large 
drench of clean water to wash it is pumped 
up' to the si raining vate, the bottoms of 
which are slats, covered with course sack 
ing. The great pile, which looks, ee it is 
forked up, like a saow beak, is aow ready 
for use immediately, or it may be dried aad 
stored for future use or transportation. 

The pulp thus prepared from straw is 
more or less mixed with pulp made of rags, 
or flax-straw, as it may be necessary to 
give strength to the paper. In some in 
stances, when the processes have all worked 
favorably, the straw appears to afford 
pulp that is quite sufficient for making first 
quality paper without any admixture ef a 
stronger fiber. At the Niagara Mills, the 
percentage of admixture of flax or rag 
pulp is from 20 to S3 per cent., bat develop- 
ments ia Ihs working of straw 
that the time may come when nothing bat 
straw will be necessary to ma 
paper.

This is called, after the inventor, a Four 
drinier machine, and is to 
what the cotton-jenny is to 
Until this invention, all the paper was mode 
by a very slow, laborious process; the pulp, 
being kept at the right temperature by fire 
underneath, aad agitated by head, 
dipped up, a single sheet at a time, aad con 
scqueally of small sixe. aad spread over 
w ire-gnu xe, stretched on a frame, was emp- 
tied sheet by sheet upon pieces of woolen 
felt to absorb the moisture, and these were 
piled in a powerful press aad afterwards 
s ape rated one by one, aad the sheets hang u 
in airy lofts upon wooden bars to dry, aa 
afterwards underwent a number of mani 
pulations bsfore they were ready for use. 

Not so wiih the Fourdrinier machine, 
is nn automaton. It req aires no aid, only 
a little watching, to see that the web of 
paper starts io a thin liquid state, hard- 
ening gradually in its passage of fifty feet 
or more over and under and between rollers, 
upon a sheet of web er wire-geuxe through 
which the most of the water passes; thence 
upon a wsb of felt and through rollers thai 
press out the water, leaving a sheet of pa- 
ler dry enough to be handled, or wound 
upon a roll. But it does act step here; 
for the great machine has not yet done its 
work ; and so the sheet passes on over and 
between large cylinders of polished metal, 
heated so hot by steam, thsi when the 
paper emerges from them, it is in dry 
smooth sheets— no, in a wide web, wide 
as two sheets of the Tribune, aad is cat by 
the machinery into the right sixe, deliver- 
ing two sheets at a time, as fast ae two girls 
can receive and count them. 

It is a wonderful machine, whieh most be 
seen to be appreciated or understood. The 
world is very much indebted to Monsieur 
Fourdrinier, and to the other ingenious 
men who have improved upon hie original 
invention.

Ths Athensum calls atleaiion to some of 
the humbug ooanected with the relics in the 
room at Holyrood, where Ri«xio was seised 
by ths conspirators.

But this is undoubtsdlv a lady's 
credible Boodle- work of Charles the Seoond s 
reign. The glove in thia box ia given to 
Dornley ; but the gift ia very gratuitous. 
As for the chair in the outer oharaber, the 
embroidery of which is asserted to be Mary s 
handiwork, Iks oarving of ths ohair is cer- 
tainly net of an earlier date thaa the reign 
of Charles the Second. Ths Scottish official 
mi ad has aot, it seems, beea impressed by

The old lady wae sit- 
ting oa a pile of blankets, under the can- 
vass, sncouraging a mosi determined attack 
of ihe "sulks," whils the mnseuline head of 
affairs had planted himself on hia wooden 
tongue, and was sucking his pipe aa 1 
ly as though ho expected to remain 
I single glance developed the fact 
there was a difficulty iu that little train of 
one wagon and three persons, and that it 
hod attained a point of ajanafi despernlioa, 
beyond the reach of peaceful adjustment.
